D. H. Hokett Charged With 
Murder. Roy Burnam’s 
Bond Raised to $8000 


The grand jury 
adjourned 
last 
Wednesday noon to meet again the 
first Monday in January. 
Twenty-nine 
bills 
of indictment 
were filed, nineteen for felonies to be 
tried in the district court, and ten for 
misdemeanors to be tried in the coun­ 
ty court. 
Four indictments for murder were 
filed, being against Roy and FarreU 
Burnham, charged with killing G. S. 
Moser; Ben 
Burnett, charged with 
killing W. T. Klepper; and D. EL 
Hokett, charged with killing his wife. 
The habeas corpns trial of Roy and 
Farrell Burnain was held Tuesday 
night before Judge Patterson, and 
they were allowed bond as follows: 
Roy Bur mini $8000, Farrell Burnam 
$3000. 
Roy’s former bond was raised 
$1500, and F arrell’s bond lowered 
$500. 
The grand jury spent some time last 
week investigating the death of Mrs. 
Hockett, which occurred last week, 
and an indictment was tiled against 
the lady’s husband, D. H. Hokett, 
charging him 
with murder in the 
first degree. 
Ilockett’s trial has been set for Jan. 
13, and a special venire of 75 men will 
be summoned from which to select a 
jury. 
Attorneys Gettys a n d Ford 
were appointed to defend Hokett. 
The cases of the criminal docket of 
the district court will be called next 
Monday morning. 


KILLED BEFALLING 


TREE YESTERDAY 


Will Bowner Victim of Ail 
Accident at Bob Blythe 


Farm East of Town 


William Bowner was killed by a 
falling tree six miles east of Decatur 
yesterday morning. The young man 
was cutting cord wood with a com­ 
panion on the Bob Blythe farm, and 
as he cut a tree down, it rebounded 
and fell across his body. 
His com­ 
panion attempted to remove the tree, 
but being unable to do so, ran to the 
house and obtained help. 
The wounds 
ed man was released and taken to Mr. 
Blythe’s residence, where he died at 
twelve o ’clock. 
Mr. 
Bowner was 21 
years of age and single. 
His parents 
reside near Decatur. 
Bowner was chopping down a tree 
about three feet in circumference. The 
task was almost finished when the 
tree suddenly split from the stump 
and caught the young man in a stoop­ 
ing posture beneath it. 
Bowner saw 
the tree coming upon him and leaped 
to clear himself from danger, but in 
the act his feet slipped and he was left 
in a crouching posture for the full 
weight of the tree to come upon him. 
The tree fell across his back forcing 
his head and back downward between 
his legs, which were outstretched. 
A 
large knot left from the cutting off of 
a limb buried itself in his back, crush­ 
ing that portion to a pulp. The back­ 
bone was dislocated but not broken, 
and death was due to internal hem or­ 
rhages. The 
young man remained 
beneath the tree alive an hour and a 
half. 
The remains will be buried today 
in the Preskitt cemetery.

MESSAGEJF PRESIDED 


No Tariff Revision at Present 
Session of Congress. 


NOTES NICARAGUA AFFAIR 


Monroe 
Doctrine Does Not Pro­ 
tect Irresponsible Nations—Leg­ 
islation Against the Granting o\ 
Injunctions Is Urged. 


W ashington, Dec. 7 
In his annual 
message to congress President Tat 
refers to several matters. 
He states our relations with otbei 
nations have continued upon the nor­ 
mal basis of amity and good under­ 
standing and are very generally satis 
factory. 


Negotiations for an internationa 
conference to arrange to preserve am 
protect the fur seals in the north Pa 
rifle ooean are in progress with Grea 
Britain, Jap an and Russia and satis 
factory results are expected, says th* 
president. 
Constitutional government in Tur­ 
key and further advance of it in Per­ 
sia are approvingly referred to. 
Settlement of all but one difference 
with Venezuela and that to be arbi­ 
trated before The Hague tribunal it 
noted. 
Referring to the Nicaraguan trouble 
the message says that nearly every 
complaint coming from the five ('em 
tral American 
republics bas 
beer 
against the 
Zelaya government o 
Nicaragua, 
which has kept Centra 
America in constant tension or tur­ 
moil. 
“ I need not rehearse here the patient 
efforts rd' this government to promote 
peace and welfare among these repub­ 
lics. efforts which are fully appreciat­ 
ed by the majority of them, who are 
loyal to their true interests. 
It would 
he no less unnecessary to rehearse 
here the sad tale of unspeakable bar­ 
barities and oppression alleged tc 
have been committed by the Zelaya 
government. 
Recently two Americans 
were put to death by order of Presi­ 
dent /.(flaya himself. 
They were offi­ 
cers in the organized forces of a revo­ 
lution which had 
continued 
many 
weeks and was in control of about 
half of the republic, and as such, ac­ 
cording to the modern 
enlightened 
practice of civilized nations,they were 
entitled to be dealt with as prisoners 
of war. 
“ At the date which this message is 
printed this government has terminal 
ed diplomatic relations with the Ze­ 
laya government for reasons made 
public in a communication to the for­ 
mer N icaraguan charge d' affaires and 
is intending to take such future steps 
as may be found most consistent with 
its dignity, its duty to American inter­ 
ests and its moral obligations to ,Cen­ 
tral America and to civilization. 
It 
may iter be necessary for me to bring 
this subject to the attention of the 
congress in a special message.” 
Dealing with economy in expendit­ 
ures and sufficiency of revenue the 
president says the report of the secre­ 
tary of the treasury shows ordinary 
expenditures for the current 
fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1010, will exceed 
the estimated receipts by $34,075,020. 
If to this deficit are to be added the 
sum to be disbursed for the Panama 
cantil, amounting to $38,000,000, and 
$1,000,000 to be paid on the public 
debt, the deficit of ordinary receipts 
and expenditures will be increased to 
a total deficit of $73,075,620. 
This de­ 
ficit, he says, the secretary w ishes to 
meet by the proceeds of the sales of 
bonds issued to pay the cost of .con­ 
structing- the Panama canal. President 
favors this. 
He refers to discovery of extensive 
frauds in the collection of the customs 
revenue at New York city, in which a 
number of the subordinate employes 
were directly concerned and in which 
the beneficiaries were the American 
Sugar Relining- company and others. 
The frauds consisted in the payment 
of duty on underweight of sugar. The 
government, he says, has recovered 
from the American Sugar Relining 
company all that it has been shown to 
have been defrauded of. 
Criminal 
prosecutions, he says, are now pro­ 
ceeding against all alleged to be con­ 
nected with the frauds, including offi­ 
cers and employes of the companies 
who may have been privy to them. An 
investigation by congress at present 
jis not favored, as the treasury depart­ 
ment is probing, an I such action,says 
the chief executive, might embarrass 
the treasury department and the de­ 
partment of justice and make it dif­ 
ficult to convict the guilty. 
He believes that until the tarilT hoard 
obtains all necessary information that 
it would be unwise to undertake tariff 
revision. 
.In injunction matters it is recom­ 
mended that every injunction or re* 
straining order issued without previ­ 
ous notice and opportunity for the de­ 
fendant to be heard should by force 
of the statute expire and be of no ef­ 
fect after seven days from the issuance 
thereof or within any time less than 
that period which the court may fix 
unless within a n ti ewron A a w .... ......J.

Judge Instructs Jury to Return 
Verdict of Acquittal. 
Austin, Dec. 8 
Judge Calhoun sus 
turned the defendant’s plea of immun­ 
ity in the trial of H. C. Pierce, hold­ 
ing that as the state of Texas had used 
evidence given by Pierce in the trial of 
the anti-trust suits against several oil 
companies in 
Missouri 
advantage 
might not be taken by the prosecution 
of a mere technicality to use the same 
evidence in a criminal prosecution. 
The state’s case being based on evi­ 
dence given by Pierce to prove the 
falsity of the affidavit^and this evi­ 
dence being excluded the whole fabric 
of the prosecution w-as torii down. The 
court instructed the jury to tiring in a 
verdict of acquittal and the defendant 
was cleared of the charge. 
Friends of Mr. Pierce crowded about 
him to tender their congrats la ions. 
He took the verdict as calmly as he 
had in the same way watched the pro­ 
ceedings daily and thanked those who 
had supported him.

INSANITY INCREASING. 


So Declares Dr. Preston, and He 
Makes Recommendations. 
Austin, Dec. ti— In his annual re* 
purt to the governor Superintendent 
John Preston of the state insane asy­ 
lum recommends enactment of string­ 
ent laws restricting m arriage between 
persons that have a tendency to insan­ 
ity. 
He attributes most of the causes 
of insanity to hereditary. 
He would 
prohibit th^ m arriage of idiots, epi­ 
leptics and confirmed criminals, and 
advises sterilization of several class­ 
es of degenerates. 
He finds that one 
person in every 300 is of unsound 
mind. 
, 
At the present rate at which insanity 
is increasing, Dr. Preston says, it will 
not belong before all asylums wi ll be 
filled. 
He recommends the purchase 
hv the state of 2,000 acres near a river, 
where facilities should be provided to 
care for 2,500 chronic insane. 
The mortality of the past year has 
been 7.23 pe** cent, which is considered 
high. 
Cost j)er capita for mainte­ 
nance is $143.98, which is an increase 
of 35 cents. 
Total number of patients is 1,337,an 
increase of fifty-four over last year.
